PROGRESS OF THE COMPANY. 


H.H. the Khedive left Cairo at 7.45 o'clock. 
this morning for Alexandria. Guards of honoar 
choren from the Egyptian Army and the Amy 
of Occapation were present at the atatiog, to 
pay the vsnal honoors, and the Railway Admi- 
nistration had tsken great pains to decorate the 
interior and exterior of the station ildings 
with excellent reaults. A great nomber’ of 
prominent officials and notables, with many re- 
presentatives of the Press, were present, besides 
all the Ministers, the Advistrs aud Under 
Secretaries of State, heads of departments, eto. 

‘His Highness arrived at the station from, 
Koubbeh by special: train shortly after half. 
past seven and immediately left the train, 
standing for some time on the platform, con- 
Versing with the Ministers and Advisers, and 
mspy of the notables present. 

The guards of honour were drawn up within 
the station, the Inniskillings on one platform 
and the Egyptian troops on the other, and the 
Khedivial salote was given as his Highness 
entered and left the atat’on, and a ralate of 21 
guns being fired from the Citadel as the train 
steamed out. 

The Khodivial train arrived at the Mobar- 
rem Bey terminus punctually to the minute 
at 11.30 o'clock, and a salute of 21 gaps from 
Kom el Dik annonhoed the arrival of the train, 
The station had been very tastefally decorated 
in honour of the occasion and there was a 
display of sbrob; and bunting. A large and 
representative: gathering ot European and 
native notables were assembled on the 
platform to greet his Highness, who on detrsia- 
ing, walked up the platform, cordially shaking 
many of those present by the hand. * ‘ 
—Oatside the station a guard of hononr of 
Egyptian troops, composed of 100 non-com- 
missioned officers and men, the battalion 
colour, and the Intantry band, was paraded, 
and a similar goard of honour from the British 
garrison was also paradéd. 

The Khedive, on leaving the station, in- 
spected the two guards of honourand then 
dro-e off to Ras el Tin Palace, escorted hy 
his body guard. The streets on the line of 
route to the Palace were gaily decorated with 
fisgs avd bunting, and Cherif Pasha-street pre: 
sented a most snimated appearance. 

While the Khedive was entering his carriage 
on leaving the station a European came up 
behind the catriage with his right hand buried 
in his breast pocket. The suspicions of Beneducci 
Bey, Secretary to the’ Governor of Alexandria, 
were aroused as he thought the man was abont 
to draw s weapon. The Bey seized bis hand 
and found it contained a petition. He hsnded 
the man over to the police. The petition was 
conrigned: to an officer of the Khedive’s suite. 

The ships in harbour were dressed, as also 
were the signalling station and the lighthouse. 

On his Highness reachiog Ras el-Tin Palace, 
asalute of 21 guns was fired by both Fort 
Saleh and the American orniser Tacoma.

CRISIS IN ARMENIAN COMMUNITY. 


His Highnesé’s reception, thé last of the 
season, at Abdeen Palace on Satarday was 
largely attended, nativeand Evropéan nota- 
bles alike being’ well represented. The Khe- 
dive, who seemed in good health, conversed for 
some time with the Governor of the National 
Bank of Egypt, who sat next to the throne 
chair. as 

His Highness will in all probability re- 
main for a month at Alexandria. 


A crisis has taken place in the relations be- 
tween the Armenian cotnmunity and the 
Couneil of that body in Alexandria, \It appears 
that for some time back the members of the 
community have been expressing their dis- 
satisfaction with the actions of the present 
Covncil, of which Bartan Pacha is the presi- 
dent, and agitating for the election of a new 
Council by popular vote, 

The Archbishop, who had come down from 
Cairo a fortnight ago for the purpose of settling 
thé dispaté, bad ¢0 far beén unsuccessfal, and 
‘there was an anticipation of some trouble at 
the charch yesterday, which was not wholly 
unjustified. At ncon ‘a deputation of Armenians 
waited on H.B. the Governor at the Goa- 
vernorat and set forth ‘their grievances, as a 
resolt of which his Excellency tock immediate 
aoction.. Representatives of the _Gouvernorat, 
headed by Heddaya Bey, proceeded to the 
Armenian Charch, and sealed the doors of the 
sacred edifice, as well as those of the Armenian’ 
school and the bishop's residence, afterwards 
handing over the keys to the representatives 
of the people, who will-see to the election of a 
new Conncil. 

Subsequently a nomber of Armenians,headed 
by the band of the community, marched tothe 
Gouvernorat and made a demonstration, 

We believe that the Bishop is so prostrated
